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Conditions  of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merel)'  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  aftect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of 
each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so 
required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for 
which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.  d^A  deposit  at  the  actual 
time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the  purchase  prices  as 
may  be  required.  d^If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with, 
the  lot  or  lots  so  purchased  may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up 
again  and  re-sold. 

4.  Risk  after  Purchase.  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's 
hammer,  and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchaser's  risk,  and  neither 
the  consignor  nor  the  Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any 
damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire,  breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any 
other  cause  whatsoever. 

5.  Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only 
upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

6.  Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  re- 
ceipted bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized 
and  honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer 
of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery 
of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should  immediately  notify  the 
Association  of  such  loss. 

7.  Storage  in  Default  of  Prompt  Payment  and  Calling  for  Goods. 
Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent 
by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the 
Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse 
until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of 
such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against  the 
purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or 
storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser.  (H^In  any  instance  where  the  purchase 
bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale, 
the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation 
in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale 
thereof  or  to  re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further 
notice  for  the  account  of  the  buyer  and  to  hold  the  bu^er  responsible  for 
any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses  sustained  in  so  doing. 

8.  Shipping.    Shipping,  boxing  or  wrapping  of  purchases  is  a  business  in 


which  the  Association  is  in  no  wise  engaged,  but  the  Association  will,  how- 
ever, afford  to  purchasers  every  facility  for  employing  at  current  and 
reasonable  rates  carriers  and  packers ;  doing  so,  however,  without  any 
assumption  of  responsibility  on  its  part  for  the  acts  and  charges  of  the 
parties  engaged  for  such  service. 
9.  Guaranty.  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot 
correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  to 
point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set 
aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection 
not  noted  or  pointed  out.   Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

10.  Records.  The  records  of  the  auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases 
to  be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  by 
both  buyer  and  seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or 
damage  shall  lie. 

11.  Buying  on  Order.  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Association  for  responsible 
parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph,  or  telephone,  if  con- 
ditions permit,  will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without  charge  of  commission 
Any  purchases  so  made  will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale, 
except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase  of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or 
for  a  purchaser  who  has  not  through  himself  or  his  agent  been  present  at 
the  exhibition  or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be  returned 
within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be 
refunded,  if  the  lot  differs  from  its  catalogue  description.  (H^Orders  for 
execution  by  the  Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as  to 
leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding.  Not  only  should  the  lot  number  be 
given,  but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the 
lot,  and  when  the  lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects 
of  art,  the  bid  for  volume  or  piece  should  also  be  stated.

FOREWORD 


THE  Pulitzer  collection  of  objects  of  art,  etc.  comprises  the  furnish- 
ings of  the  residence  at  7  East  73d  Street,  New  York.  This  mag- 
nificent house  just  east  of  Fifth  Avenue  is  a  well  known  architectural  feature 
of  the  section,  exhibiting  an  elegant  Renaissance  facade  with  superimposed 
pilasters  of  the  Classic  Orders,  surmounted  by  a  balustraded  attic  story.  The 
interior  is  no  less  imposing,  the  apartments  and  spacious  salons  forming  a 
veritable  museum  of  the  decorative  arts  and  an  appropriate  setting  for  the 
objects  offered  for  sale. 

The  first,  second  and  third  sessions  will  be  conducted  in  the  grand  salon 
and  comprise  the  smaller  decorative  objects  of  art  and  vertu,  inobilier,  marble 
and  bronze  statuary,  faience,  porcelain  and  fabrics.  From  these  groups  atten- 
tion is  directed  to  the  important  garniture  of  Meissen  King's  porcelain  [Nos. 
289  to  295],  of  the  "Saxe  au  point"  period,  modeled  after  Watteauesque 
designs  and  decorated  in  delicate  colors;  two  bronzes  [Nos.  327  and  328], 
by  Frederic  Remington,  portraying  in  his  facile  manner  realistic  equestrian 
groups,  and  other  statuettes  and  groups  by  the  well  known  bronzists,  C. 
Kauba,  Eli  Harvey,  F.  Barbedienne,  G.  E.  Bissell,  H.  M.  Shrady,  Muller, 
Bremiet,  Bartholdi  and  RouUeau.  During  the  second  session  three  important 
tapestries  will  be  offered — the  Aubusson  tapestry  [No.  349]  depicting  Les 
Cucilleurs  de  Roseaux,  and  the  three  fine  Flemish  Renaissance  tapestry  por- 
tieres of  the  music  gallery  [Nos.  350  and  351]  ;  also  the  important  bronze  and 
cuivre  dore  mantel  garnitures  [Nos.  387  and  389],  by  Eugne.  Bagues  and 
Fd.  Bertrand,  respectively,  and  an  inlaid  tulipwood  secretaire  mounted  in 
cuivre  dore  [No.  392],  a  charming  example  of  the  French  eighteenth  century 
ebenisterie  by  the  master  craftsman  Maurice-Bernard  Evalde. 

The  objects  of  the  fourth  session  will  be  sold  from  the  various  rooms 
throughout  the  house.  The  grand  salon,  lighted  by  two  crystal  chandeliers 
and  with  its  painted  and  parcel-gilded  boiserie,  forms  an  ideal  interior  for  the 
two  commodes  which  flank  the  entrance  on  the  north  wall,  one  in  acajou 
marqueterie  mounted  in  cuivre  dore  [No.  700],  in  the  manner  of  Riesener, 
the  other  in  acajou,  plaque  with  porcelain  [No.  704]  after  the  well  known 
model  in  the  Musee  du  Louvre  by  Guillaume  Beneman.  The  south  wall  is 
occupied  by  four  lofty  French  windows  before  which  are  silhouetted  the 
allegorical  figures  representing  the  four  seasons,  by  Stella,  and  in  the  centre 
is  the  pendule  richly  mounted  in  cuivre  dore,  after  Martin  Carlin  and 
Gouthiere. 

The  east  wall  of  the  music  gallery  is  paneled  with  the  important  Gobelins 
tapestry,  after  the  cartoon  of  Charles  le  Brun,  and  presents  a  superb  vista 
in  perspective  viewed  between  the  marble  columns  from  the  balustrade  of  the 
wide  staircase. 


The  ground  floor  drawing  room,  hung  and  paneled  with  rose-crimson 
damask,  contains  the  Louis  Seize  carved  and  gilded  salon  suite  [No.  731] 
covered  in  beautiful  eighteenth  century  Aubusson  tapestry,  the  yacaranda 
commode  [No.  730],  executed  by  the  nia'itre  i-hhuste  Antoine  Criaerd,  and 
centring  the  west  wall,  beneath  an  arched  mirror,  the  elaborately  carved  and 
gilded  console  [No.  733]. 

The  luxurious  ensemble  is  completed  by  the  numerous  canapes,  state 
chairs,  bergeres  and  fauteuils  in  the  French  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  cen- 
tury taste,  covered  in  rich  brocades,  damasks  and  velvets,  library  and  salon 
tables,  tapestry  screens,  porcelains,  etc.,  enhanced  by  the  beauty  of  the  many 
hangings  in  Genoese  crimson  velvet  with  deep  soft  pile,  applique-embroidered 
to  designs  of  the  period.

An  encamp- 
ment with  the  figures  of  Alexander  and  Callisthenes  standing  before  the 
opening  of  a  tent,  the  folds  of  which  are  draped  about  the  branches  of 
massive  trees.  Within  the  tent  are  grouped  the  family  and  attendants 
of  Darius,  the  foremost  figure  of  a  hooded  and  robed  priest  kneeling  to 
embrace  the  feet  of  the  Emperor,  the  other  figures  of  the  family  and 
attendants  in  attitudes  of  supplication.  At  right  is  a  receding  view  of 
elaborate  tents,  and  three  soldiers.  Narrow  border  woven  with  curved 
acanthus  leafage  alternating  with  fruiting  motives,  the  lower  border 
centring  a  cartouche  inscribed :  IL  est  dvn  roy  de  se  vaincre  soy 
MESME.  Beautifully  woven  in  colored  wools  high-lighted  in  silk,  in 
Venetian  red,  blue,  brown,  shades  of  rose,  ecru  and  tawny-tan.
